MAY—MONTH OF .BEAUTY 

Now comes May, one of the pret¬ 
tiest and most pleasant months of*.the 
year.

It is generally agreed that it 
was named for Maia, the Roman god¬ 
dess of spring, but there is also a the¬ 
ory that May is the abreviated form 
of Majores and that the month was 
so called because it was held sacred to 
older men as June was dedicated to 
juniores or younger men. Originally. 
May was the third month, but it be¬ 
came fifth when the Romans placed 
January and February at the begin¬ 
ning of the year. It always has had 
31 days. Its special flower is the haw¬ 
thorn and its gem the emerald. Since 
earliest times the first of May has 
been marked by outdoor festivities 
and children have danced about a May 
pole for hundreds of years. Today 
many schools have May-day festivals 
in which gay costumes, pretty flowers- 
and dancing complete a most colorful 
picture. May is marked by few im¬ 
portant historical anniversaries, com¬ 
pared to other months, and few holi¬ 
days. 

MOTHER’S DAY 

Mother’s Day. All over the nation 
and perhaps in many other places, 
that terrestial saint will become the 
object of men’s homage and venera¬ 
tion. There is a dispute in progress 
as to who originated the idea. For 
the rest of us that is unimportant. But 
it is easy to understand why any per¬ 
son responsible for so inspiring a 
thought should cherish the credit for 
it and yet nothing could be more un¬ 
like a mother than to squabble about 
whose was the credit. They need only 
to consult one’s own experiences and 
seek in vain to recall a single instance 
when mother sought credit for the 
service and love she bore her kin. The 
home may have looked especially tidy, 
the meal may have been unusually 
tasty, the covers might have been 
tucked with especial care, the sick 
room mav have been comforted by her 
almpst divine presence, yet not in a 
single instance did she claim credit 
for it. Mothers find their satisfaction 
in something else. It will be an odd 
son and daughter who permit Sunday 
to pass without some message, some 
greeting to the living mother or with¬ 
out some love-tinctured remembrance 
or tribute to the mother dead. From 
the motherless everywhere to the 
mothered child anywhere goes the 
counsel to dedicate Sunday to her 
honor and her service. 

GIVE THEM A DECENT SALARY 

At a recent trial of an absconding 
secretary-treasurer of Alberta who 
fraudulently converted to his own use 
the sum of $9000, funds of the muni¬ 
cipality, the judge in hearing the evi¬ 
dence in which loose auditing and in¬ 
adequate salary, was emphasized, 
placed the blame partly on the muni¬ 
cipality council for tolerating such 
auditing and for the niggardly salary 
paid the scretary as such conditions 
invite dishonesty. We firmly believe 
that secretaries of large municipal 
districts who have character benrnq 
them should be well paid for their 
•ervices. 


WOULDN’T YOU KILL A HAWK? 

No farmer would stand for seeing 
his fattest pullets or live stock swept j 
off by some large bird of prey. Tie 
would speedily take action against the 
ifivader in order to protect his own 
interests. But curiously enough, the 
same farmer and others resort to the 
catalogue of a mail-order house or 
patronize an itinerant peddler when in 
need of supplies. Those who do this 
to the exclusion of patronizing home 
town merchants, are letting the hawk 
of out-of-town buying carry off treas¬ 
ures which belong at home. Towns, 
like human beings, need proper care, 
attention and support in order to 
thrive. The people in them and the 
community dwellers must promote the 
business and social life of the com¬ 
munity and patronize local enterpris¬ 
es. Without stores, schools, churches, 
rinks, newspapers, etc., there can be 
no town. With support and patron¬ 
age the towns villages will continue 
to prosper and grow. They are the 
nourishment which it needs in order 
to develop into bigger and 
better towns and villages. Why not 
at least be fair in this matter and 
give your merchants a chance to 
serve you? Bring your mail-order 
ammunition along with you, if you 
think it necessary; but don’t totally 
ignore your home town merchants 
and send away for your supplies with¬ 
out first giving them an equal chance 
to'Serve you. That is all they ask for, 
and surely to goodness they should 
be entitled to this request especially 
when they are not asking you to show 
them any special favors. 

SAFEGUARD MILK SUPPLIES 

A case of “walking typhoid” in 
Montreal has been responsible for ov¬ 
er a thousand cases developing in 
various parts of that city and the med 
ical skill of the health authorities was 
at a loss to discover the source of in¬ 
fection, until the man who had been 
working on a dairy farm which dis¬ 
posed of its milk to the city, was fin¬ 
ally decided on as the source of infec¬ 
tion. The various safeguards which 
have been adopted in western cities 
to see that the milk supply is pure, 
has been subjected to some criticism 
on the part of the dairymen, but then- 
necessity must be recognized. The 
hundreds of farmers who supply 
wholesome milk do not need the in¬ 
spections of their barns and cattle— 
but it is the one careless man who 
makes it necessary.—Exchange. 

TAXING MAIL ORDER HOUSES 

In an address delivered recently 
at Charlottetown, by Judge Stewart, ( 
on the subject, “The Peril of the Mail j 
Order House,” he stated that the mail! 
order peril was increasing, and that if 
not checked, it would injuriously affect 
the general business of the province. 
As a remedy he suggested a tax on 
the mail .order business, ahd claimed 
that it was within the power of the 
federal parliament to impose such a 
tax. This tax, he intimated, should be 
rebated to the different provinces in 
proportion to the mail order business 
done in them respectively. Commenc¬ 
ing editorially upon the matter, the 
Charlottetown Guardian says: “The 
merchant, like any other man who 
succeeds, is then captain of his soul 
and of his business. It is for him to 
so order his business that the gates of 
the mail order business shall not pre¬ 
vail against it. Quality, honesty, 
courteous service and publicity nave 
succeeded everywhere in the face ofi 
the keenest competition. The mer- j 
chants and the buying public must cul- j 
tivate a closer acquaintance and a ful-1 
ler faith in each other, realizing that J 
each-needs the other and that neither 
can succeed withod^the other. Let us 
be loyal to our own, let the merchants 
be loyal to and patronize the indus¬ 
tries in their own city and country; 
let the people be loyal to their own 
merchants and their own institutions 
and the mail order house will be no 
menace to our prosperity.” * 


IT COMES HIGH 

After 113 days of actual sittings, 
the board of railway commissioners 
concluded its investigation into freight > 
rates April 30th. The case has made 
a record for the number of hours con¬ 
sumed and the amount of evidence 
taken. The record occupies 11,570 
pages of type, embracing nearly 4,-' 
000,000 words, and written on two and 
a half tons of paper to produce the! 
number of copies required. As to the 
cost to all parties participating only 
ai\ approximate estimate - can be! 
reached but those in position to offer 
a considered opinion figure that it will 
reach nearly, if not quite, half a mil¬ 
lion dollars. < 

SYNTHETIC NEWSPAPERS 

The controverseyfbwf'ithe.question 
whether newspapers should pub¬ 
lish crime news is not unlike the con¬ 
troversy over any form of censorship. 
With them all it is a turbulent minor¬ 
ity seeking the censorship of some¬ 
thing the majority wants, unexpur¬ 
gated and unadulterated. In this par-1 
ticular controversy the evil effects of 
the thing for jpvhich censorship is 
sought are harder to detect than in 
many and censorship would be even 
less effectual than in some others. 
With the possible exception of -the 
larger cities, crime news travels fas¬ 
ter than the newspaper presses. The 
average citizen and newspaper reader 
is more ready to believe that the mur- < 
derer or bank robber who blames the 
crime news for his crime is only mak¬ 
ing excuses in the hope of persuading 
the judge to give “another chance.” 

FARM BOY TO MILLIONAIRE : 

The career of Charles M. Schwab, 
the farm boy who became a million¬ 
aire and a captain of industry in the 
U.S. is an interesting one. He began j 
life on a farm in Pennsylvania, ran 
errands, drove a milk wagon, during 
spare hours at school. At age of 17 
became a grocer’s boy at $10 per 
month. At 18 he was a stake driver 
in Carnegie’s works. From then on 
he advanced rapidly, working on an 
average of 20 hours a day between 
working and studying. To his mar¬ 
vellous capacity for work, concentra¬ 
tion and application he owes his re¬ 
markable wealth and position today.

The act, the formal constitu¬ 
tion of the Dominion of Canada and 
its provinces was passed by the Brit¬ 
ish Parliament in 1867.

^ The Presbytery of High River met 
"St' Nanton on Wednesday the 4th day 
of May, 1027. Considering the state 
of the roads a large number of mem¬ 
bers were present. Dr. Ferguson re¬ 
ported on the action of the Home 
Mission Board in Toronto in regard 
to the old church debt in Carmangay, 
and also as regards a loan to build a 
church at Blackie. Both matters were 
dealt with by the Home Mission Board 
in a very sympathetic and consider¬ 
ate manner. The following resigna¬ 
tions were accepted and the men 
recommended to the settlement com¬ 
mittee for appointment in other fields 
in the conference: Rev. J. N. Wilkin¬ 
son of Cayley; Rev. J. L. Wright of 
Parkland; and Rev. W. J, dook of 
Stavely. Mr. Chisholm of Aldersyde, 
being present was asked to speak and 
dealt in a very clear and practical 
manner with the question of Sabbath 
desecration in this western land, par¬ 
ticularly as regards farmers and farm 
ing, and finally declared that after 17 
years experience with farming in wes¬ 
tern Canada he was convinced there 
was never an occasion when work such 
as cutting or threshing or any work 
of a similar nature was a necessity on 
the sabbath day with any farmer. 
When Mr. Chisholm finished his ad¬ 
dress Mr. Dalgleish moved the follow¬ 
ing resolution which was duly second¬ 
ed and passed by Presbytery: “That 
weh ave heard with appreciation what 
Mr. Chisholm has said in defence of 
Sabbath Observance. That, as a Pres¬ 
bytery, we express our appreciation 
in Rev. Geo. G. Webber as the newly 
appointed secretary of the Lord’s Day 
Alliance for Alberta and British Co¬ 
lumbia. And further, in regard to the 
matter of the proposed schedule of j 
the Southern Alberta Baseball League: 
in which a league game is scheduled 
for Sunday, May 29th, 1927 at Stave¬ 
ly, we fequest the secretary of Pres¬ 
bytery to communicate with the sec¬ 
retary of the Baseball League, ex¬ 
pressing appreciation of the fact that 
the representatives of the league! 
have drawn up the schedule and keptj 
the league games clear of Sunday 
with one exception, that planned for 
Stavely on Sunday, May 29th, 1927. j 
We would respectfully draw the at-] 
tention of the officials to this feature,: 
hoping that they may see their way! 
clear to change the date of this onei 
game.” 

Presbytery sanctioned the granting 
qf a loan of $2,000 by the Church and; 
Manse Board for the erection of a 
church at Blackie. Mr. J. W. Kidd of 
Okotoks, and Geo. E. Mack, of High] 
River, wefe appointed a committee to j 
confer and advise with the building 
committee of the church re the ex¬ 
penditure of said money. 

Presbytery confirmed the appoint¬ 
ment of the following laymen as Com¬ 
missioners to the Conference to be i 
held in Calgary on May 24th, 1927 and ] 
subsequent days: Robert Andefson,! 
Dinton, Alta.; Norman Young, Ensign j 
Alta.; W. H. Millar, Carmangay, Al¬ 
ta.; Wm. Caspell Cayley, Alta.; E. F.] 
j Crawford, Champion, Alta.; James] 
McKinney, Claresholm, Alta.; A. Mc¬ 
Gregor Granum Alta.; Andrew Wood,] 
Meadow Bank, Alta.; A. W. ,Kelly ' 
High River, Alta.; J. J. Wannop,] 
Nanton, Alta.; G. C. S. Patterson,] 
Okotoks Alta.; C. E. Spencer, Park-j 
land, Alta.; W. J. Perrott, Stavely,| 
Alta.; W. E. Smith Vulcan, Alta.; and 
George E. Mack, High River, Alta. 

The moral and religious character 
of all ministers on the rollxpf Presby¬ 
tery for the past year, was enquired 
into by Presbytery, and with one ex¬ 
ception all were approved. The resig¬ 
nation of the Rev. W. M. Chalmers of 
the pastoral charge of Meadow Bank 
and Tongue Creek was read to Pres¬ 
bytery by its chairman. Tire resigna¬ 
tion to take effect at the end ..of June 
1927. And further that a certificate 
of character be granted Mr. Chalmers 
and that Presbytery recommend him 
to Conference for an appointment to 
another pastoral charge within its 
bounds. A deputation from the Mea¬ 
dow Bank section of the pastoral 
charge waited on Presbytery with a 
largely signed petition attesting to 
the splendid preaching ability of Mr. 
Chalmers, and praying that his ser¬ 
vices be continued in the congrega¬ 
tion. This petition was read by Mr. 
Wood to Presbytery, but when the 
clerk asked for the petition it was re¬ 
fused, and as a consequence it was 
not acted upon by Presbytery. Mr. 
Kidd moved that the resignation of | 
Mr. Chalmers be accepted uncondi¬ 
tionally, said resignation to take ef¬ 
fect f orthwith, and that the Settle¬ 
ment Committee be asked to fill the 
vacancy. This motion was seconded 
by Mr. Letts and carried. Mr. Chal¬ 
mers asked the Presbytery to recom¬ 
mend him to Conference for appoint¬ 
ment to another field. This request 
was left in abeyance. The Presbytery 
authorized the clerk to issue him the 
following certificate: “This certifies 
that the Rev. W. M. Chalmers has 
been ordained minister of the Presby¬ 
terian Church in Canada for over 
twenty years. He came to our Pres¬ 
bytery in May 1926 and has worked 
within our bounds since that time as 
a member of the Presbytery of High 
River of the United Church of Can¬ 
ada, and is, at this date, at his own 
request dismissed from the Presby¬ 
tery.”

The second annual meeting of High 
River Presbyterial of the United 
Church of Canada was held in St. An¬ 
drews United Church, Nanton, Friday, 
April 29th, with nearly one hundred 
delegates and visitors present.

Considerable discussion arose 
over the reading the minutes of the 
Conference Branch execitfive meetings 
in regard to limiting thl representa¬ 
tion at the annual branch conference 
and a resolution was prepared to be 
submitted at the annual meeting. 

Very satisfactory reports were re¬ 
ceived from the Presbyterial secretar¬ 
ies, showing good results in all depart¬ 
ments. While the Presbyterial, as a 
whole, failed to reach its allocation of 
$3600 which was an increase of 42% 
over the contributions of the uniting 
bodies in the , previous year, a very 
creditable increase was realized, as 
over $300Q - had been sent to the 
branch treasurer, including nearly 
$150 from seven C.G.I.T. groups and 
one Y.W. Aux., and $224 from eight 
mission bands. 8here are now eleven 
auxiliaries with a membership of 300, 
including annual and life members 
and associate helpers. A bale of sup¬ 
plies valued at $187.60 and $15.00 
cash was sent to Round Lake Indian 
residential school. Mrs. Paterson re¬ 
ported 204 subscribers to the Mission¬ 
ary Monthly. 

Miss Duncan extended a cordial 
welcome to the visitors, which was re¬ 
plied to by Mrs.' Elves, Cayley. After 
a nominating convention had been ap¬ 
pointed, Mrs. Brunton closed the ses¬ 
sion with prayer and the Nanton lad¬ 
ies entertained the visitors Tor din¬ 
ner in Grace Church, where a social 
hour was spent. 

The afternoon session opened at 2 
o’clock, Mrs. Cook of Stavely and 
Mrs. Wright, Parkland, taking the de¬ 
votional period. Mrs, Cook told of 
her experiences as a missionary in 
India, and of the growth of the work | 
in that field, the Canadian branch of I 
which was opened fifty years ago by 
Dr. and Mrs. Campbell, and in this 
year celebrating its golden jubilee. 
She said that the great famine of ’97 
which was looked upon as a calamity 
has proved a blessing, as many of the 
orphans who were then sheltered and 
helped by the missionaries have 
spread the leaven of Christianity 
wherever they have gone. 

Minutes of morning session were 
read and approved. Auxiliary reports 
were received and discussed. It was 
the opinion of many that the funds 
should be raised entirely by voluntary 
giving. 

Mrs. Wannop then gave a splendid 
address on Hospital Work in Skekki, 
having spent several years in China 
with her husband, Dr. Wannop, who 
went out to, superintend the building 
and opening up of the new hospital at 
Shekki, which was built and furnished 
entirely by Chinese Christians, who 
are still supporting it, although the 
war has interfered with its original 
purpose. The present doctor in charge 
is a third generation Christian and a 
most reliable man. Mrs. Wannop 
sympathized greatly with the working 
classes, who know nothing of Sunday 
rest or a weekly half-holiday, but 
work long hours seven days a week, 
year in and year out. The continual 
noise proves trying those unaccustom¬ 
ed to it and also the climatic condi¬ 
tions in that part of the country—the 
atmosphere hot and humid vegetation 
rank and insects abounding. Tuber¬ 
culosis is prevalent also blindness. 
There is a great need of qualified men 
to practice and teach medicine and to 
improve the sanitation which is de¬ 
plorable. The churches too, are suf¬ 
fering for want of more educated 
preachers. 

C. G. I. T. and Mission Band re¬ 
ports were received. It was felt that 
the junior organizations should not be 
given a large allocation. Claresholm 
senior girls were the winners of the 
Mission Band Banner.

JUBILEE YEAR 

The year 1927 is one of special in¬ 
terest to all the members of the Sal¬ 
vation Army and to the close friends 
of the organization. It is the fiftieth 
anniversary creation of the Army in 
its present form. An interesting ac¬ 
count is given by General Bramwell 
Booth, the present head of the Army, 
of the circumstances under wjiich the 
new name was given to the religious 
body which at an earlier time was 
known as the Christian Mission. On 
a morning in the latter part of the 
year 1877 David Railton and Bram¬ 
well Booth, both of whom were very 
active in the work of the Christian 
Mission were summoned to the bed¬ 
room of the Rev. William Booth, the 
head of the movement, to receive in¬ 
structions from him with reference to 
the work of the day. Mr. Railton and 
the younger Mr. Booth were seated at 
a table writing and the older Mr. 
Booth, in a robe and slippers, walked 
to and fro in the bedroom, dictating. 
Mr. Railton had written the words, 
“We are a volunteer army.’’ The 
young Mr. Booth interrupted to say, 
"1 am not a volunteer. 1 am a regu¬ 
lar or nothing.” The older Mr. Booth 
leaned over the shoulder of Mr. Rail- 
ton, crossed out the word "Volunteer” 
and wrote in the word "Salvation.” 

Since 1877 the Salvation Army 
named under these circumstances has 
spread around the world. Wherever 
it has gone its mission has been to 
the poor. Within the limits of its 
power it has fed the hungry, cared for 
the destitute, visited the prisoners and 
done all other Christian work in the 
spirit of the Master. Each year the 
cost of the work hfas increased but 
there has also been a steady increase 
in the number of friends who are pre¬ 


pared to sustain-'the Organization in 
these varied undertakings in many 
countries. High River citizens have 
always responded well to the annual 
Self-Denial Appeal- of this admirable 
institution, and on jPhis, the fiftieth 
anniversary of the jfalvation Army it 
is to be expected thsft the appeal made 
by the local officers.will be met by the 
townspeople in an even more generous 
manner. _

INCREASING WEALTH 

The post-war period in Canada has 
been considered one of prolonged de¬ 
pression with ceaseless struggle to get 
back to that point where economic 
progress was interrupted in 1914. The 
prevailing opinion is that the Domin¬ 
ion, after much effort in recovering 
the ground lost, is about at that place 
where in all phases of her economic 
life she can resume her advance. 
While this is broadly true, it is cleat' 
that in certain respects Canada is far 
ahead of where she stood in 1914. 
Canada is, for instance, a much weal¬ 
thier nation than she was at the out¬ 
break of the war. The national debt 
has been reduced, successive budgets 
have periodically alleviated taxation, 
and withal in the period the Canadian 
people have managed to substantially 
add to their savings. 

Records of the financial house of 
A. E. Tmes & Co., show that in 1913 
the total Canadian Government and 
municipal bonds outstanding amount¬ 
ed to $801,000,000, of which only about 
40 per cent, or $320,000,000, were held 
by the people of Canada. At the close 
of 1926 the total of Canadian Govern¬ 
ment and municipal bonds outstand¬ 
ing amounted to $4,225,000,000, of 
which 68 per cent, or $2,903,000,000 
were held by Canadian. In other 
words, the *Canadian people had in¬ 
creased their holdings of their own 
Government and municipal bonds by- 
over $2,583,000,000 in a thirteen-year 
period—a-sevenfold increase. 

This tremendous purchase in the se¬ 
curities of their own country has been 
made in a period when effort was cen¬ 
tered upon rceovery from the ravages 
of war, in competition with a volumi¬ 
nous flow of United States investment 
funds seeking outlet, and in the face 
of an apathetic regard toward Cana¬ 
dian investment on the part of Great 
Britain. Canada has so increased her 
ability to absorb that in 1926 the Do¬ 
minion purchased over 47 per cent of 
her own flotations. 

In 1926, according to Moody’s In¬ 
vestors Service, Canada got 26 per 
cent of the $1,906,705,101 loaned 
abroad by the United States in that 
year, making the total United States 
investment in Canada $3,515,000,090 
out of -a total of $13,252,600,000 In¬ 
vested abroad altogether, or over 26 
per cent. Bond sales in Canada in 
1926 totalled $567,341,196 of which the 
United States purchased $287,361,757; 
Canada $269,799,439; and Great Bri¬ 
tain $10,180,000. 

In addition, Canada has been able 
to do some financing abroad. Accord¬ 
ing to the researches of K. W. Taylor, 
professor of economics at McMaster 
University, Toronto, Canada, at the 
beginning of the year 1925, had $600,- 
000,000 invested abroad, of which $73- 
049,000 was in the United Kingdom, 
$120,623,000 in the United States, 
$125,380,000 in other countries, and 
the remainder indeterminable. 

In 1900 the per capita savings de¬ 
posited in Canada amounted to $33 
and the per capita life insurance in 
force to $76, giving a total for both 
of $109. At the beginning of $1927, 
the per capita savings deposits 
amounted to $152 and the life insur¬ 
ance in force to $530 or a total for 
both of $782, or over seven times the 
total of 1900. This is striking testi¬ 
mony to the assiduity and thrift of 
Canadians in the last quarter of a cen¬ 
tury. 

The enterprise of the Canadian 
people in this period, in combination 
with the vastness of the Dominion’s 
natural resources, has rapidly increas¬ 
ed the national wealth until in per 
capita amount Canada is exceeded 
only by the United States and Great 
Britain. The comparative figures of 
per capita national wealth, compiled 
by the League of Nations, are United | 
States $2,918; Great Britain $2,459,; 
Canada $2,406; Fiance $1,570; Ger¬ 
many $1,080; and Japan $544. 

A sound foundation in national 
wealth has been laid for the future. It 
is a matter for the earnest considera¬ 
tion of the contemplating newcomer. 
If Canada had been able to so mater¬ 
ially add to the average wealth in a 
period in which she was endeavoring 
to make up for time lost, how much 
more is she not'eapabie of in the fu¬ 
ture with his aid as a hew citizen? 


WEST 0NITS FEET 

Senator W. A. Buchanan, who visit¬ 
ed St. Thomas, his old hiine town re¬ 
cently, was interviewed and gave' a 
few interesting facts to the St. 
Thomas Journal about Alberta. “How 
are conditions generally in the West?” 
the interviewer asked. 

“The West is on its feet’’ Mr. 
Buchanan replied. “Business has 
been good for a year or more, and 
continues to improve. Farming is be¬ 
coming more, and continues to im¬ 
prove. Farming is becoming more di¬ 
versified and consequently more stab¬ 
ilized. Where Alberta 20 year.s ago 
only produced two million dollars’ 
worth of dairy products, it is today 
producing dairy products to the val¬ 
ue of $26,000,000. This indicates the 
expansion of mixed farming, and 
what is happening in Alberta is com¬ 
mon to the other prairie provinces” 

Dilating further on the province of 
his adoption, Mr Buchanan pointed 
out that the agricultural wealth of 
Alberta had grown from $20,0(H),000 in 
1906 to $264,000,000 in 1926. Oil pro¬ 
duction last^year totalled 225,000 bar¬ 
rels, while _s<jbres of wells are being 
put down today in different parts of 
the province with confidence that ex¬ 
cessive oil fields will be located. Am¬ 
ericans have invested a million dol¬ 
lars in a beet sugar factory near Leth 
bridge, and the industry promises to 
develop as the farmers engage more 
extensively in the cultivation of beets. 

“Alberta, too,” said Senator Buch¬ 
anan, “on account of the Rocky .foun¬ 
tains being with its borders, is becom¬ 
ing a great Mecca for tourists, partic¬ 
ularly at mountain resorts like Banff, 
Jasper and Watertson Lakes. At the 
latter point, in the extreme south¬ 
western corner of Alberta, the Great 
Northern Railroad, the big U,S. cor¬ 
poration has almost completed a mil¬ 
lion dollar hotel.” 

But Mr. Buchanan's optimism is 
not confined to Western Canada. He 
believes that the prosperity and de¬ 
velopment of the West will affect the 
entire Dominion—just the prosperity 
of the East means greater progress in 
the West. - In this connection hesaid: 

“It is well to recall that at the time 
of -Confederation there was no agri¬ 
culture in Western Canada, and that 
today the annual agricultural wealth 
produced in the territory acquired 
from the Hudson’s Bay Company for 
a million or more dollars reaches al¬ 
most a billion dollars. 

“Canadians,” he added, “have every 
reason to be optimistic. ^ sane op¬ 
timism is an asset. Without it, we 
cannot go forward and reach the des¬ 
tiny intended for us, in a land so rich 
in natural resources.” 


OIL NEWS 


At the Regent well the drifters are 
still making speedy progress, having 
overtaken the 1800-foot mark and 
still drilling for the 12 l /i-inch casing. 
D.A. Macdonald, president of tne com¬ 
pany, is away at Vancouver at the 
moment engaged in business on the 
company’s behalf. 

The Imperial Oil company is pulling 
the pipe out of their Rice Creek well. 
No announcement has been made as to 
their intentions regarding further 
prospecting in that area. The Rice 
Creek well was down about 5700 feet, 
amf no doubt the company secured 
considerable information regarding 
the geological formation of that area. 
—Nanton News. 

Calgary consumers of gasoline who 
discovered that the price had advanc¬ 
ed on the first of the month by one 
Tent on account of the increase ot the 
tax, would receive a further surprise 
on Monday when the wholesale price 
was further reduced by one cent, mak¬ 
ing the price to the public exactly the 
same as before the change. There is, 
however, no connection between the 
two events. The advance reflected a 
tax increase by the Alberta provincial 
government, while the reduction ap¬ 
plies all over the west. It is under¬ 
stood that the agreement between the 
Imperial Oil company and the Turner 
Valley I operators included a cwuse 
providing that no reduction would be 
made in the price paid to the compan¬ 
ies for their product in the event of a 
price cut by the wholesalers. 


In the year 1925 the dairy produc¬ 
tion of Canada amounted to 241,069,- 
320 pounds, of which Alberta contrib¬ 
uted $15,424,324. Butter production 
continues to increase here at a rate 
considerably greater than is evident 
in other sections of the dominion. The 
quality has also improved. With in¬ 
creasing production has,.gone improve 
ment of product which is a gratiryrng 
phase of dairy development. In 1925 
of all the prizes offered for butter 
shown at all the big Canadian exhibi¬ 
tions, Alberta got 38,6 per cent of the 
prixw. 


KILL THEG0PHERS 

“A gopher in time saves nine” Now 
is the zero hour to renew hostilities 
with the enemy. If nothing is done 
to destroy the gophers until after 
seeding the opportune moment will be 
past. The enemy will be vastly in¬ 
creased in numbers. Our most effec¬ 
tive weapon, the poison, will not be 
nearly so effective for the reason that 
green food will be available and the 
gopher pleases himself whether he 
eats the poison or not. Before seed¬ 
ing time the food is scare and the 
poison grain is gratefully accepted. At 
the Dominion experimental station at 
Scott the following home prepared 
mixture is used with excellent success. 
Dissolve four ounces of strychnine in 
three quarts of water to which add 
one quart of vinegar. Keep warm on 
the back of the cook stove for tz 
hours then add enough water to bring 
the solution back to one gallon. Mix 
this with 50 pounds of wheat. Use a 
washtub to mix the poison with the 
grain in order that none of the liquid 
will leak away. Stir well at least 
three times during the first 24 hours 
and keep covered to prevent drying 
out before using. If liquid reman.., 
in bottom of the tub after frequent 
stirring, a handful of shorts may be 
s’tirred in to take up this moisture. 
Place only a small spoonful at each 
hole on a bright warm day when the 
gophers are active.

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New series Alberta Wheat Pool 
contracts for the five years 1928 to 
1932, inclusive, were this week sent 
out to 39,000 farmers, it was-announc 
ed by Leonard D. Nesbitt, Pool direc¬ 
tor of publicity. The announcement 
has been epected for some time, al¬ 
though no official notice had been 
given from the pool office heretofore 
as to the exact date <jf their issue. 
The first contracts signed during the 
summer of 1923 were for five years 
and run out with the handling of this 
year’s crop. It is stated that approx¬ 
imately 39,000 farmers have entered 
the pool since its inception. The cam¬ 
paign for the re-sign-up will be wag¬ 
ed during the spring months. Mr. 
Nesbitt urges that as many as possi¬ 
ble sign and return their contracts be¬ 
fore June 15. The pool campaign is 
now on in the three prairie provinces. 
The Alberta pool has recently arrang¬ 
ed to broadcast from both Calgary 
and Edmonton simultaneously and 
have engaged two additional officials 
to conduct their publicity and educa¬ 
tional departments._
